The new Sheet Glass Factory stands on what was once an area of 
mud. The site was prepared by tipping rubbish on the mud, and 
to form a support for the building 167 piles, each about 25 feet 
long, were driven into the ground. The basement level of the 
structure is about 8 feet below the level of the water in the canal 
dock adjoining. 


The main building, which is 245 feet long, 71 feet wide and 78 
feet high, consists of constructional steel framework, concrete floors 
and concrete panel walls, the roof being of corrugated iron. There 
are two imposing chimneys, the recuperater one reaching 75 feet 
and the main one towering to a height of 120 feet. 


In the construction of this magnificent factory 260 tons of structural 
steel and 105 tons of steel for reinforcing concrete were used. The 
cement requirements totalled 1,132 tons, and 6,392 tons of sand 
and gravel were needed. Bricks also formed an important item in 
materials, no less than 142,450 being used. An idea of the space 
covered by the factory can be formed from the fact that it took 
2,670 square yards of corrugated iron to roof the building. This 
represents a little more than half-an-acre in area, or about 17 tons 
in weight,

The Ward Hounds had only a moderate 
day's sport from their meet at Dunboyne on 
Wednesday. The first hunt was provided by an 
outher, which was found without delay on 
Mr. Kelly's farm at Roanstown, Going away 
towards Blackhall, hounds swung left-handed 
before touching the Hatchet road, and ran 
through Baytown Park to Dunboyne, where 
they were stopped. 

A second stag was then enlarged on Mr 
J. J. Macarthy’s land, opposite his residence 
at Court Hill. Leaving Dunboyne on their 
right, hounds hunted by the outskirts of the 
village almost to the railway; then turned to 
the left and ran parallel to the line nearly to 
Flathouse, and the stag was taken with diffi- 
culty in the flooded river. 


MUSKERRY HOUNDS 


From the Leades meet these hounds had 
& good day, though, unfortunately, the foxes 
were not of the straight-necked variety. One 
found in the laurels at Leades got to ground 
near Incheliegh bog, only a quarter of a mile 
away. Another from Laherne cover ran to 
the Glashigarriff River, north of Ballina.

Going away 
towards Mullinhassig Creamery, they crossed 
the Mullmhassig Swinev s lane, and ran te 
within a quarter of a mile of Coolimeagh, and 
on pearly to Aghabulloge. Near Dromatore 
House they were completely at a loss, the 
jox having been coursed by greyhounds. A 
wide cast to the right put them on the line 
once more, and they went on to the Mui 
lmbhasig-Berrings road, which they crossed at 
Peake Cottage. Turning right here, they 
ran to the old covert at Dwyer’s, through 
i, and up the hill for Carhue. They then 
swung right again, end crossed the Clashi- 
garnff River south of Mullnhasmg, pointing 
for Oakgrove. Again they wheeled to the 
right, and were pointing for Mullinhassic 
covert when scent failed on a ploughed field, 
and no more ceovld be done. This was a fine 
hound-hunt of an hour 
was two and a half miles, and the distance 
covered about seven mules, as hounds very 
nearly completed a circle In the circum- 
stances, 1t was a fine performance, es weathet 
conditions were had. with squalis of ram and 
hail at intervals, and a bright sun and cold 
wind 

We had another good day after meeting at 
Aherla on the ¥th, a fox from Rathard giving 
a fine hunt into the country lent to the Car- 
berry Hounds. From Rathard hounds ran to 
Lirius, a mile away, and may have changed 
foxes there; then on to Scart, where the fox 
ram the road and bore left-handed to Rearour.

Kilcrea, and then hounds went home, every- 
one having had enough. 

A sunny morni ae a white frost is not 
generally held to conducive to scent, and 
certainly there was very little of this neces- 
sáry article on Decembe> 12th, when hounds 
met at Peake.

Mounds found again 
near Derry bog, crossed the bog and ran to 
Derry gorse: There were plenty of .foxes 
about here, but though scent in covert was 
better, it was almost non-<cxistent in the 
open. After two short hunte, one of them 
ending near Carhue, Herlihy’s Glen’ was 
drawn blank and Lisladeen..was tried. A 
airy Ty was found, which ran a ring 
round the fort and then anoti«r ring towards 
Berrings, and left-handed by Garhue, back 
to Lisladeen. Hounds hunted on to Kilblaffer, 


but turned down again to the left, and were 
stopped at dark im the bogs below Berrings. 
Scent improved in the evening and bounds 
were able to run at a fair pace m the last 
hunt, in which about six miles must have 
been covered. This hunt did something to 
what was otherwise a poor day.
